Revenue Cut 
Possible for 
Ravenswood 


A 13-cent district tax in- 
crease would be necessary to 
nake up the anticipated loss 
of $39,000 in state aid funds in 
1960-61, Ravenswood City 
School District trustees opined 
Monday night. 

But there was no immedi- 
ate action on the problem, 
which apparently arose be- 
cause of differing assess- 
ments of district value by 
the state and the county. 

According to State Board of 
Equalization figures, the dis- 
trict is underassessed and will 
lose the $39,000 because of 
this. 

Supt. of Schools Stanley O. 
Schnepple told trustees he 
| lidn’t know how the state ar- 
rived at assessments differing 
so widely from that of the 
county assessor, 

‘CAUGHT IN THE MIDDLE’ 

“It’s something between the 
county and the state,” he said, 
“and the school district is 
caught in the middle again.” 

Trustee Joseph Violette, 
| sitting as board president in 
the absence of Martin Pac- 
kard, said it appeared as 
| though a 13-cent district tax 
rate increase would be neces- 
sary to make up the revenue 
| loss—if the district wanted 
to make it up instead of par- 
ing expenses. 

The tax rate could be amend- 
ed upwards without a vote of 
the people if the district could 
qualify as having a ‘‘justifia- 
| ble need,” Schnepple said.

He said the district’s present 
policy of building up a nest 
|egg of tax monies in anticipa- 
tion of deficit financing in two 
or three years could be threat- 
j ened by the revenue loss.

Local funeral services were 
held this week for two Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. employees 
who died as the result of a 
fire which razed a motel unit 
in which they were staying 
early Saturday. 

The exact cause of the fire 
was not determined, as of 
early this week, by Menlo Park 
Fire District firemen. They 
speculated, however, that it 
could have been caused by 
careless smoking. 

The two men died in spite 
of efforts by a fellow resident 
at the Fifth Avenue motel to 
rescue them. One was pro-

1,000 CALLS

Common Problems Require 
Common Effort at Solution 


Last week, it was announced that County Manager 
Robert Stallings and City Manager John R. Johnson were 
to get their heads together, to try to set up a meeting of 
representatives of citizen’s groups of East Palo Alto and 
Belle Haven. 

The outcome of the meeting, according to the county 
board of supervisors which suggested it, would be the 
formation of an “East Palo Alto Council” which would in- 
clude representatives of the Belle Haven portion of Menlo 
Park among its members. 
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While we are for some sort of coordinated activity for 
the area, we feel that such a council should be formed 
only after a few fundamental ideas are clearly in mind. 

1. Such an organization isn’t being looked upon by the 
city officials of Menlo Park as a “springboard” for annexing 
the unincorporated areas south of Willow road and East 
of Bayshore freeway. 

The city has in the past stuck by the rule, that what- 
ever areas are annexed to it, must be so annexed at the 
request of the owners. : 

It's important that this policy be reaffirmed, since some 
of the most effective residents in the East Palo Alto area 
are wholeheartedly dedicated —for reasons of varying 
merit — to the idea that East Palo Alto should remain unin- 
corporated, 

2. “Allying Belle Haven area residents with out-of-city 
groups” doesn’t constitute a negation of responsibility on 
the part of the city. Belle Haven is a portion of Menlo 
Park and as such will continue to receive its full share of 
municipal services and city governmental concern. 

3. Lumping the East Palo Alto-Belle Haven residents 
groups, the N.A.A.C.P., and other community groups to- 
gether in a single organization of “east of Bayshore” ele- 
ments must not be allowed to be construed as any sort of 
exclusivism. 

Residents of these areas who are inclined toward 
martyrdom may attempt to foster the idea that county and 
Menlo Park leaders have conspired to keep a “depressed 
socio-economic area” isolated. 

This is not true either. 

It may take some reaffirmations on the part of city and 
county leaders, should rumors contrary to any of the above 
three statements crop up. But we are certain of the good 
faith and honesty of our city and county officials. And if 
meetings of resident groups from both inside and outside 
the city, in the Belle Haven-East Palo Alto area can help 
solve common problems, then working together is the way 
to solve them. ;

Editor, the Recorder: 

With reference to your Dec. 3, 1959 
article, I was amazed at the apathy dis- 
played by those persons submitting state- 
ments in favor of forthcoming studies by 
the Highway Department on the “Missing 
Link.” I don’t believe most residents of 
Menlo Park realize the seriousness of what 
is about to transpire. 

Now that this connection officially has 
become a part of the State Highway Sys- 
tem, the Department is primarily inter- 
ested in a plan “to move people from the 
East Bay to the Pacific Ocean” by route 
107, with little regard for its effect on 
the area between. Traffic counts of around 
5000 vehicles per day at either end are 
hardly justification for a 166 foot mini- 
mum width freeway. Treatment of  in- 
ternal traffic, which is the primary con- 
cern of both Menlo Park and Palo Alto, 
will be only incidental. 

I am not an obstructionist, and I am not 
writing this merely because I may be 
vitally affected. I fully recognize the need 
for new highways to accommodate rapidly 
increasing traffic. However, I am bitterly 
opposed to highway planning that thrives 
upon the “Right of Eminent Domain” and 
is dedicated to the philosophy that the 


public will travel wherever planners, by 
dubiously contrived economic justification, 
dictate. 

We were told at the hearing that plans 
already were underway, and some con- 
struction had been completed, to provide 
two other routes between Bayshore Free- 
way and a common intersection to the 
west of Menlo Park. Justification for a 
third route through Menlo Park to this 
same intersection apparently stems from 
the fact that it will be more direct than 
either of the others. I question the wis- 
dom, need and economic analysis that will 
support it. 

I have no doubt our local public officials 
were sincerely motivated in their decision 
to enlist State assistance to solve what had 
long been a “knotty problem.” Unfortun- 
ately this has permitted a Two-Headed 
Bureaucratic Monster to enter intimately 
into our local affairs. The State has taken 
upon itself the responsibility for irrepar- 
ably damaging our community to provide 
a highway through our city without a truly 
demonstrated need or desire by anyone. It 
doesn’t make sense! 

I strongely urge you, as an influential 
element in our community life, to under- 
take an investigative reporting campaign

to develop further the motives behind, and 
probable consequences of, the proposed 
State development. It will be a great 
public service, ang I am sure you will find 
that Menlo Park Stands to be unduly vic- 
timized. 

As a point of beginning, I would sug- 
gest you comment upon two pamphlets 
passed out at the Nov. 23 hearing. They 
are entitled “Freeway Facts’ and “More 
Than 14 Million People Want My Prop- 
erty.” In my estimation they are both shot- 
through with faulty reasoning, deceit and 
half-truths. I will cite here only the fall- 
acious method of computation and com- 
parison of costs and benefits, but there 
are many other irregularities. These publi- 
cations have been prepared with a pur- 
pose; a sham at justification for what 
truthfully can be considered anything but 
employment of democratic processes. 

Let’s get after this thing and have pro- 
posed Route 107 removed from the State 
Highway System before it is too late!

Did you know that the U.S. 
of A. considers the Menlo Park 
City Council chambers — that 
area of high-level policy deci- 
sions on how to spend tax 
money — as a_ recreational 
area? 

It’s a fact. Just look at the 
agreement by which the city 
purchased the building from 
the government. That’s what 
it says, right there in black 
and white. 

The city bought the land 
and buildings from the U.S. 
at several different prices, 
the present police station cost- 
ing more because it was a 
municipal use. Because the 
larger building where the 
Council now holds forth had 
several rooms aimed for recre- 
ational use, it was picked up 
at a lower price. 

All of this came out when 
the Council learned this week 
that the new police station 
will extend onto what was 
sold to the city for recrea- 
tional use. Thus, they’ll have 
to make an additional payment 
to the government, covering 
the difference between mu- 
nicipal and recreational usage. 

The same thing may take 
place when a new city hall is 
built. Councilmen will at last 
be secure in the knowledge 
that the government at last 
considers their activities as 
municipal, not recreational.

‘County Comment: 
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Highway, Flood Control Needs Point to More Tax

With most of the talk center- 
ing around the annual property 
tax bills, it’s not easy to bring 
up the subject of costly addi- 
tions at this time. But that is 
what the board of supervisors 
is discussing at the present. 

The latest program, recom- 
mended by County Engineer 
Don Wilson, is for a bond is- 
sue that could run between 
$20 and $30 millions to finance 
a county road building plan. 
On top of that a 20-cent tax 
(each penny on the rate raises 
approximately $65,000) would 
be levied for maintenance. Pre- 
sent gasoline tax funds which 
come from state apportion- 
ments, are falling far short of 
meeting county needs. 

Under Wilson's program, 
which has already received the 
board’s approval, the bond pro- 
gram would not be a “county” 
program as such. The cities 
would submit their road build- 
ing needs and when all the 
plans are brought together a 
county-wide program would be 
offered to the voters regardless 
of city or unincorpe#¢fed lines. 

This certainly mé@. es sense 
and, although it is too early to 
predict, would meet with wider 
public approval. 

Redwood City’s road needs, 
for instance, have been set at 
$6 to $10 million for projects 
that are of almost immediate 
necessity. Should we bond our- 
selves to finance this work or 
join in the county-wide pro- 
gram? 

There will be differences 
of opinion, of course, but the 
latter appears far the better 
to us. First, it likely would 
send the annual gas tax revy- 
enue—about a million—into 
the general kitty and we 
would get away from all this 
wrangling about if and hew 
much cities should get from 
this source. 

Of course, the big danger is 
the reluctance of voters to ac- 
cept an additional tax load. 
Will they vote for the bonds? 
Right now, we’d say no, but of 
the proper planning is done 
and every part of the county 
shares almost equally it can be 
approved. Certainly we would 
rather have the bond program 
than some of the proposals 
that are coming from. other 
counties. 

No one will doubt that the 
county has the needs. The 
state and federal governments 
Will provide the freeways and 


some of the main expressways, 
but what of the streets and 
feeder roads to these laterals? 
That is the responsibility of lo- 
cal government and whether 
we pay for it by bond issue or 
sime other means it has to be 
financed. Engineer Wilson is 
to be commended for prepar- 
ing such a program and we’re 
glad the supervisors went 
along. The next thing is bring 
the picture together and sub- 
mit the issue to the people. 
The county has officially 
set off on its long delayed 
flood control plan with the 
hiring of an engineer to di- 
rect the program. He is ap- 
parently “made to order” for 
the job, according to Engi- 
neer Wilson, who recom-

mended Aaron E. Harris of 
Menlo Park. 

Harris is a retired army offi- 
cer, a graduate of the Academy 
in ’35. He reecived his engi- 
neering master’s degree at 
Cornell University in ’38 and 
in 1958 received his law de- 
gree at Stanford University. 

There are two projects that 
will probably attract Harris’ 
attention for the present, the 
Colma Creek near South San 
Francisco and the San Fran- 
cisquito Creek bounding Menlo 
Park. Both projects are well 
advanced in the planning stag- 
es and could get under way 
without too much work, it is 
said. The north county project 
tentatively has a $400,060 allo- 
cation from the federal gov- 
ernment, but it may be that 
the federal government (Army 
Corps of Engineers) ideas are 
too elaborate in planning for 
the next 100 years. Such deci- 
sions will be up to Harris, who 
will work under the county en- 
gineer and the county mana- 
ger, E. R. Stallings. 

With the selection of a 
flood control director, it is 
expected that many other ci- 
ties will soon be submitting 
programs to the board of su- 
pervisors. 

Redwood City, San Carlos 
and Belmont all have their 
flood problems. The districts, 
however, will not be confined 
to the incorporated areas. Each 
project will be programmed 
on a watershed issue. In other 
words, some of the properties 
in the hill areas which never 
have a flood worry but contri- 
bute to the runoff in the low- 
lands, will be included in the 
assessment district, which is 
fair. 

The flood control program, 
like the road plan, will cost 
millions without a doubt. How- 
ever, the federal government 
does participate in the costs in 
most instances and it is possi- 
ble that some state money may 
be available. 

Engineer Harris will have a 
big job. He will start on the 
payroll at $857 per month 
(third step in the engineer’s 
schedule.) According to pre- 
sent plans, he is the only man 
to be hired and will guide plan- 
ning in all areas in cooperation 
with officials of the cities. 
We've explained previously 
how the districts are formed, 
how protests are presented; 
but these subjects will be cov- 
ered again in detail as the pro- 
jects are outlined,
